tore than MiadORIES of Pearl Harbor and 
I'ontlnu^ pcesenoe of tha United States 
military on Okinawa are Involved In proUems of 
the Pacific Island between President Nixon and 
Prime Minister Sato — problems that are far from 
• being solved despite the recent signing of an 
agi-eement returning Okinawa to Japanese rule 
after 27 years of Ameririin occupation. 

Terms of the agreement, which will taka 
effect probably on the April 1 anniversary next 
year of the day American marines swept the 
beaches, have brought rioting on the Island and in 
Japan. 

On the day of the signing, police ari-ested 
nearly 800 demonstrators throughout Japan. In 
Naha, the capital of Okinawa, SO.OOO people 
demonstrated. The violence was such that 48 
members of the Tokyo riot squad were Injured, 28 
of them seriously. 

The demonstrations were aimed mainly at the 
United States' Insistence, In 18 months of 
negotiations over giving the island back to Japan, 
that it retain “such military facilities and areas ... 
as required In the mutual security of both 
countries." 

The United States undoubtedly wants to retain 
a partial hold on the Island as a deterrent factor in 
deallnp with China. It haa built Okinawa Into a 
formidable bastion which has been used In both the 
Korean and Vietnam wars. 


It can be used, too, as a bargaining medium in 
obtaining a Uberallaatlon of trade and investment 
policies with Tokyo. A little |^e here and a little 
take there, particularly In the textUe trade, would 
solve a lot of problems on the United States 
homefront. 

As the London Obeerver notes, "In the last 
two years Japan has been under great preasure 
from Washington ... to put some limit on its 
textile exports to the American market.” 

It also observes, "In American eyes, Japsn's 
assault on the wortd's consumer maricets has 
partly been made possible by the high defensive 
tariff walls that Japan has put around Its own 
consumers." 

The newspaper points out that negotiations on 
the return of Okinawa to Japanese rule progressed 
step by step with Japanese trade talks. 

And “it is no coincidence that the date for the 
signing of the Okinawa treaW was made known 
after leeretary of State William Rogers and 
Foreign Minister Kliohl Alehi had met at a 
conference In Paris to try to liberalize world 
trade." 

The Importanoe of Okinawa In bargaining is 
substantiate^ porhapa, in agrsemsnt by the United 
States on removal of nucleer weapons from the 
island — which could be stock^led in Guam and 
South Korea, Formosa and the Philippines, not too 
far distant In tha deterrent scheme.'

We have offered our electrical workers a two- 
year contract with a wage increase of 7% per year. 
This would waise the rate of journeyman lineman to 
$5.77 per hour retroactive to April 1,1971 and to $6.14 
per hour effective April 1, 1972. In addition, they 
enjoy fringe benefits costing more than $1.60 per. 
hour. We feel our offer, being much greater than tha 
annual increase in the cost of living, is not only 
generous but , In cents per hour, more than that al- 
TBHdy accBptJHl by other Hydro unions. One must also 
keep in mind that IBEW electrical workers are already 
our most highly paid wage earners. 

Numerous meetings have been held with the 
Union, going back to December, 1970, and Hydro has 
made a number of important concessions. 

The Union's latest wage proposal vfould have 
meant a 19.4% increase over two years and an added 
cost to Hydro and its customers of more than 18 
million during the next two years. 

We feel it would be grossly unfair to give our 
electrical workers a higher percentage Increase than 
other union employees have accepted — particularly 
when the IBEW members already receive higher 
wages than members of our other unions. 

We also have a responsibility to be fair to our 
cuatomers, who ultimately must meet any increases In 
costa in the ratea they pay for electricity. 

The following seem to be the main iiaues other 
than wages which the Union has raiaad in tha press: 


continuous ^iployment for all our regular IBEW 
workers. Thkwork load at B.C. Hydro fluctuates from 
month to mmth and from year to year. Using con¬ 
tractors' crey for some of our peak work enables us 
to maintain \ fully-employed permanent staff. Job 
security is nouroblem at Hydro either now or in the 
foreseeable fUBre.

But «4iat they aU have in 
eommon ia that before the 
beginning ol Brojact Recyela 
they would all have be«i 
thrown away aa waste to add 
to tha problem of garbage 
disposal plaguing not anly 
Victoria but all North 
Amarioa. 

Stored Firet 

Now they will ba stored in 
tha Robertson Street garage 
until enough is acoumula^ 
tliat firms which Imy material 
to be recycled will come and 
usllact it. 

T^ie reaoui'ces come in from 
neightxjThood recycling depots 
scattered through Hie Greater 
Vict(Mta area. There are 
about 40 such depots at 
present, but so many aiw 
springing up it's almost ini- 
pNisiUe to keep truck of 
them. 

"Five new ones went in 
yesterday," siie said, "and I 
think it was six Hie day 
before that." The demend is 
far exceeding the group’s 
ability to provide depot 
cratu, she said. 

Project Recycle’e system is 
basically simple, involving as 
many individuals as possible 
and spreading Hie workload 
among d oe n s of willing 
volunteers. 

Anyone wiio wants to sort 
* bis gariiage for racycUng can 
phone tha projaot offlee at 4T7- 
1863 where lie will be told 
v^are Hie nearest neiglibor* 
IvKid depot is looated. If there 
is rm depot within a few 
i)lonks of his home, he is 
urged to start one. 

Packbig Caaea 

Neighberhood depots are 
really only large packing 
cases, painted by students 
etii|>kwed by Pitiject Recycle 
for the summer, Hiat have 
double hinged lids. Each case 
has a five>ga1Ion metal con- 
t;iiner with a lid for holding 
fat and clean Ijones. 

Hie neiglilH>r8 involved in 
euch deixA bring their re' 
cvrlsilile garbage to the de|M»t 
srid put it in the case. At the 
end of tite ueek tlie iierson 
resfHinsihle for the depot 
brings Hie garbage into Uie 
central depot. 

Tiiere Hie summer eni- 
ployeae and voluntem's ciieck 
to moke aui'e it is sorted 
correctly — Hiere must be no 
waxed paper in w i t ti Hie 
paper, tor example, and no 
ahmiiniim with the tin cans 
and bale it into huge caid* 
tjoard lioxes ready for sale 
and shipment.

poses. Barltaia explained.

Heauiircea Finite 

Second, by reusing mater* 
ials, tile amount ot new 
materials which must be 
made from finite natural 
resources, such as wood and 
metal, can be reduced. 

"After ail," Barbara said, 
"the resources are only finite 
and stxmer or later we’re 
gidng to run out." But many, 
like alaminum, can be used 
over and over without any 
more ore being mined. 

Paper too can be broken 
down into pulp, then made 
into paper again, she said. At 
the present time Project 
Recycle bales all its paper 
together and sells it fur $3 


the only one in B.C. presently 
recycling paper receives far 
mm's newsiH'int than it can 
use from (he Vancouver area, 
Barbara said, and this is why 
Project Recycle cannot 
aaeept newspapers. 

Paper is one irf the products 
it is must important to 
recycle, because it is pi'e- 
dicted there will be a sliort* 
age of wocxl pulp for paper 
within North America within 
15 years, and so far reforesta¬ 
tion programs across the 
continent have not heen able 
to Aeep up with tree cutting, 
she said. 

Side Benefits 

As well as saving resources 
and lessening pollution, she 
said there are also side 
benefits to participants in the 
project. 

One of these is tlie chance 
to meet one’s neighbors. A 
wide variety <A people are 
taking part in Uie project, she 
noted, and tn many cases

invtilved m the project m 
some areas of the city, aiut in 
some cases the project liaa 
bean responsible for breaking 
down barriers between soma uf 
these gixAips of neighbors, she 
said. 

Pruject Recycle began iaft 
February when a group of 
(leople in tlie GiXisales Buy 
area decided to try u> find 
markets tor their i>wii rO' 
cycleable gaiHiagc. They 
had alXHit 100 houseludderi 
witliin a few square blocks 
interested in Uie idea. 

Itegioiiul Board 

Working solely as vulun* 
leers, they staited tlie neigh- 
bortiuod depots and found 


markets. Soon others started 
deiMjts in other areas. 

lliay received suppma from 
the Capital Regional Board, 
whiidi qrgad them to apply 
for a grant flmn tha Oppor* 
tunittas for Youth program. 

Itiay ware grantad 180.000 
under the federal soiieme and 
are using it to employ iO 
students for the summer. 
Some man Uie office, temixir* 
arily sat up at the University 
of Victoria, while others help 
get new neighborhood depots 
going. 

Ueixits arc now set up in all 
areas o f tha city from 
2k!etchosip to Cattooro Bay. 
from James Bay to Central 
Saanidi, slia said. 


3ha ampliasizad, however, 
that tha group is ramainiog a 
non-profit one and will go 
bank to being strioUy volun¬ 
teer after tha tummar anda.

More Volunteers 

Despite support from Uia 
community, Barbara said, 
there are sUil many areas 
where more volunteer ser¬ 
vices could be used. 

'Hie biggest protilem the 
group ties tied is finding a 
suitable central depot to ' 
replace the Robertson Street ' 
iHxise as the pruject grows. 
They are still uncertain if 
such a depot is available. 

Tlieir other greatest need is 
for Hie use of trucks and 
di'ivers on eiUier ^^fcgular or 
an emergency ui-calT basis. 
Dfxietions of large cardboard 
boxes end packing crates 
would also be useful, Barbara 
said. 

Recycling will not, however, 
be able to continue operating 
I on a volunteer basis for many 
I years more, she said. Eventu¬ 
ally it will have to be taken 
«)ver by some level erf govern¬ 
ment, as it becomes more 
necessaj'y. 

Already, she said, the 
regiunal'board is doing a two- 
year study on the disposal of 
solid wastes in Uie distiict, 
possibly with a view to 
developing a recycling piam 
later on.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
Federal Trade Cbmmission 
(FTC) economists have con¬ 
cluded that breakfast cereal 
prices are inflated 15 to 25 
per cent by extraordinarily 
high profits and advertising 
expenditures. 

Cereal makers' wholesale 
prices to grocers are about 20 
per cent above costs, the 11- 
month FTC study reported. 
Another 15 to 22 (ler cent of 
the sales dollar is sfient on 
advertising, compared with a 
food industry average of 1.5 
per cent. 

In addition, manufacturers 
suggest retail prices giving 
the grocer a, markup of 
HNighly 20 per cent. Must 
grocers use these "sug¬ 
gested” prices, according to 
the study, liecause there is 
little or m price comiretition 
among brands. 

All these margiris are 
passed on to the consumer in 
the form of high prices, the 
study concluded. It analyzed 
coid cereals, ru>t hot cereal. 

The economists said cereal 
aimed at the "kiddie” market 
is largely sugar-coated, costs 
about one-third more than 
other cereals largely because 
of advertising outlays, and 
profit margins are even 
higher for "kiddie" cereal 
and other kinds. 


The report, assembled by 
FTC staff economists, is still 
confidential because it in¬ 
cludes proposals not yet acted 
uiKin by the agency's five 
commissioners. 

But the study was summar¬ 
ized in testimony before a 
U.S. house appmpiations sub¬ 
committee, a transcript of 
which was made public late 
last week. FTC siwrces elab¬ 
orated in interviews with 
UPI. 

An economist who worked 
cm the study told UPI that "if 
the cereal business became 
more competitive, say like 
the produce section of grocery 
stores, the consumer might 
save 25 per cent." He said the 
saving would be at least 15 
per cent. 

In order of cereal sales, 
these three firms are the 
Kellogg Co., Battle Creek, 
Mich.; (general Mills Inc., 
Minneapolis, Minn.; and Post 
Division of Ctoneral Foods 
Corp., White Plains, N.Y.

Dr, Harold Kannady, pro, 
vinoial direotor of VD oontrol, 
aaid in an inlarviaw Tueaday 
dial young paraona on tpe 
mova rant^ ttia main aourca 
of naw oaaaa oontributlng to a 
^paiHiant Inoreaaa in gonor- 
rhaa Vila yaar. 

AnoUiar aourca of Inlactlon 
is among many membam o< 
ainglaa ^ba, whoaa patzona 
ara usually known only by 
ttiair flrat names, witti tlia 
result diet oonlacta are diffi¬ 
cult to trace, said Kennedy. 

(Slnglea cluba are organisa- 
tinns of adults diat collact 
numbership dues and have at 
least weekly pardea. They 
have been aet up mainly in 
Vancouver and Vitoria.) 

"Thssa paopla usually ara 


in diair aOs, ara working and 
can afford to go out,” said 
Kennedy. "They may attend 
dances and parties once or 
twice a week but often they 
are not steady customara, 

‘"Hie result is that wa have 
great tnoubla trying to trace 
them, aapasially since roost ct 
them only use their first 
names." 

Iha VD Infections traced to 
mduns at Ibase clubs era not 
M gnat, however, as thoas 
that have baan traced to tha 
transient youdi group. It is 
that parUan of die population 
that has contTlhuted tha most 
to tha fnoraasa in gooonhaa 
iaBC. 

Until tha and of IVlay, 2,504 
eases of gononhaa were 
reported to die public health 
aandca, a figure that com- 
paras with 1,048 durbig tha 
Brat five months of 1870, 

Tha present wave at vaner- 
eal diseases sUrted in 1068,

epldemlfl that was racing 
through tha populations of 
Vancouver’s Skid Hoad and 
nordiarn B.Q.

'of VD starts upward from a 
low point during the spring 
months and ^creases during 
the summer Wtl It peaks in 
Septemiber. H is usually back 
at Its lowest level again in 
Dscamber, 

He painted out that then is 
a corralatioii between the 
mesithly pattama and the 
times of tha yaar diat youth 
ara on the move. 

'file venereal diseaee out¬ 
break now present in diis 
province is unlike that of aiiy 
other pravioua epidemic. Dur¬ 
ing the 1864-65 wave, for 
eutmpla, it was llnkri to 
promiscuous woman and the 
health department kept a fila 
on each of thoas parsons, 


gi'’ing tlwm antibiotics at 
regular intervals. 

"If a girl was promiscuous, 
wa would treat her on sus- 
moiun,” said Kannady. “If stia 
had been named as a contact, 
it was easy to trace her." 

However, the courses of 
many gononbea bifections 
Uxiay are young people wiai 
stay at one place two or three 
days at the most. It takes 
about fpur days fur the mala 
to notice tha fhrst symptoms 
of the disease. 

The problem of tracking 
thnyn eentacts started haconv- 
iiig serious two yagrs ago, 
said Kennedy, and the publio 
health service has had to 
modify its VD piograms to 
attack die disease. 

‘Die result, lie said, is diat 
it is using younger nurses — 
persons 23 to 04 years old — 
to deal with the youdi. Hiuse 
nurses are going into hosteis 
and neii^iboihaod clinics. 

The service has also liired 
mala nurses, extended the 


liauTB of VD clinics and, in 
Vancouver, has sent nurses to 
singles clubs between 11 p.in. 
and midniglit in a counselling 
capacity. 

Anutlisr product of die 
program is that the public 
health service, when manning 
an evening clinic for example, 
is atlending to many cpmr 
plainui other then those as¬ 
sociated with VD. The nurse 
often finds iieraelf eunning a 
first aid post for many 
clinical findings. 

Kennedy said the VD out¬ 
break in B.C. la similar to the 
experience eisewtaepe in North 
America, althou^ sypblds Is 
a more serious problem in the 
U.S. 

llie treatment given by the 
B.C. Publio Health Service is 
Simple — two SOO-mfligram 
capsules of ampicillin taken 
eiglit hours apart — and 
affective in 08 per cent of die 
oases. 

At one time, the public 
health service used injecUbla 


antibiotics but, in addition to 
patieMs rssisting them, there 
is a strong medical viewpoint 


•bat capsules are safer tiian 
injections. 

The nurse does not have to 
worry about damaging a 
nerve jn die buttocks or using 
a contaminated needle. 

Kennedy said the rate of 
increase of gonontiea indi- 
calas there miglil be as many 
as 7,986 cases ft dip disease 
in 8.0. this year. Tdesa were 
6,000 daring 1870, 4,000 ip 1868 
and 4,80p during 1068.

By BOB THOMAB 
Froin Nmi FraneUoo 
If you owned the 
world’s only $5,000 
bottle of rat'e wine 
would you consider 
drinking it? “Yes, of 
course," says the man 
who does. 

Further, 25-year-oid Laur¬ 
ence Bender of Boston said he 
wouldn't feel badly about 
doing it. "I'l) feel almcMl 
exalted and not at all like I'm 
losing something " 

Bender, however, still has 
time to think about it. He 
doesn't yet have possession of 
the 34-ounce bottle of 1846 
vintage Chateau Lafite. It is 
tielng shipped to him from 
France.

llie young New England 
wine merchant acquired the 
bottle recently at Heublein's 
Premiere National Auction of 
Rare Wines wdiere lit 
astounded wine connoisseurs 
With his world record bid. The 
price was 10 limes greater 
than any la^vious imrchase 
S single unit of wine. 

Bender admitted he didn't 
expect to pay that much at 
his first auction., "I, just gut 
eaugiit up in the iieat of tiis 
bidding,” he explained "Quite 
frankly, 1 exiiacted It to go 
for $800 to $1,300."

The bottle is one of only 
three of its kind known to lie 
In existence. In fact, it was a 
•ubstltute. 

It was pnivided from the 
personal cellars of the Barons 
Rothschild to replace two 
atiier bottles which had been 
up for auction but mysteri¬ 
ously disappeared from the 
New York offices of Hcublein. 

Bender said l^e bought it f(»r 
"historic interest." He also 
feit it would add piestige to 
tile shop he end his father ran 
in downUiwn Boston.

"1 may sell 
it, hut I've already grown 
attactied to the wine . and I 
haven't even seen it yel."

"I tiiink 1 would have 
needed oxygen If it liad gone 
any hlgtier,” he said.
